No. SRO A - 11/2012 . — The following draft of amendments to the Tamil Nadu Control of Industrial Major Accident Hazards 
Rules , 1994 , which it is proposed to make in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 112 read with Section 41B of the 
Factories Act , 1948 (Central Act LXIII of 1948 ), is hereby published for information to all persons likely to be affected thereby 
as required by Section 115 of the said Act. 


2 . Notice is hereby given that the draft amendments will be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of 45 days 
from the date of publication of this Notification in the Tamil Nadu Government Gazette, and that any objections or suggestions , 
which may be received from any person with respect thereto before the expiry of the aforesaid period of 45 days will be 
considered by the Government of Tamil Nadu . Objections and suggestions, if any , should be addressed to the Principal 
Secretary to Government, Labour and Employment Department, Secretariat, Chennai 600 009 , throught the Chief Inspector 
of Factories, Chepauk , Chennai 600 005 . 


DRAFT AMENDMENTS 


In the Said Rules , 


( 1) in rule 2 , 

(a ) in clause (a ), in sub - clause (i), for the expression “ Schedule 1 and is " , the expression Schedule 1 or shall 
be substituted; 


(b ) in clause (b ), after sub -clause (i), the following clauses shall be inserted , namely : 


“(ii) isolated storage ; or 
(iii) pipeline "; 


( c ) after clause (d ), the following clause shall be inserted , namely: - (da) "major accident hazards (MAH ) installations" 
means isolated storage and industrial activity at a site handling ( including transport through carrier or pipeline ) of hazardous 
chemicals equal to or, in excess of the threshold quantities specified in column 3 of Schedule 2 and 3 respectively ."; 


(d ) after clause (f), the following clause shall be inserted, namely: 
" (g) " Threshold quantity " means - 

(i) in the case of a hazardous chemical specified in column (2 ) of Schedule 2, the quantity of that chemical 
specified in the corresponding entries in columns ( 3 ) and (4 ); 


(ii) in the case of a hazardous chemical specified in column ( 2 ) of Part I of Schedule 3 , the quantity of that 
chemical specified in the corresponding entries in columns ( 3 ) and (4 ) of that Part; 

(iii) in the case of substances of a class specified in column (2 ) of Part II of Schedule 3 , the total quantity 
of that chemical specified in the corresponding entries in clumns ( 3) and (4 ) of the Part ." 


(2 ) In rule 4 , 
(a) in sub - rule ( 1), — 

(i) in clause (a ), for the words and is listed ", the words “ or Listed ” shall be substituted ; 

(ii) for clause (b ), the following clause shall be substitued , namely: 

" (b ) isolated storage of a hazardous chemical listed in Schedule 2 in a quantity equal to or more than the 
threshold quantity specified in column (3 ) thereof."; 

(3 ) In rule 7 , for the marginal heading " Notification of sites ", the heading " Approval and Notification of sites " shall be 
substituted ; 

(4 ) for Schedule 1 and the entries relating thereto , the following Schedule and entries shall be substituted , namely :

Gases which at 20°C and at standard pressure of 101/3 KPa are : 
(i) ignitable when in a mixture of 13 per cent or less by volume with air; or 
(ii) have a flammable range with air of at least 12 percentage points regardless of the lower flammable limits.

The flammability shall be determined by leads by tests or by calculation in accordance with methods adopted by 
international Standards Organization ISO Number 10156 of 1990 or by Bureau of Indian Standards ISI Number 1446 of 1985 . 


( 2 ) Extremely flammable liquids. — Chemicals which have flash point lower than or equal to 23°C and boiling point 
less than 35°C . 


(3 ) Very highly flammable liquids: - Chemicals which have a flash point lower than or equal to 23°C and inital boiling 
point higher than 35°C . 


(4 ) Highly inflammable liquids: — Chemicals which have a flash point lower than or equal to 60°C but higher than 
23°C. 

(5 ) Flammable liquids: — Chemicals which have a flash point higher than 60°C but lower than 90°C . 
(c) Explosives : 
Explosives means a solid or liquid or pyrotechnic substance (or a mixture of substances) or an article . 

(i) which is in itself capable by chemical reaction of producing gas at such a temperature and pressure and 
at such a speed as to cause damage to the surroundings ; 


( ii ) which is designed to produce an effect by heat, light, sound , gas or smoke or a combination of these 
as the result of non - detonative , self - sustaining exothermic reaction .
